fatigue” 
brought on by overwork. Twice 
he 
received 
psychiatric 
care 
and electric shock treatm ent. 
Eagleton elaborated on that 
announcement 
today, 
although 
Tuesday he said he would, have 
no further com m ent on it dur­ 
ing the cam paign. 
He -;aid he does not now re­ 
ceive any medication except for 
“ an occasional, very sporadie 
tranquilizer. I don’t even know 
the nam e of it." 
He said he did not feel any 
need for a psychiatric exam ­

Chester Gosnell, Chairman of 
Rush County A9C Committee an­ 
nounced that the major pro­ 
visions of the 1973 Wheat Pro­ 
gram were received in the coun­ 
ty office this week.

MORAL FUMBLE 
What the heck. What’s all the fuss 
about? A little twisting of morals, a 
little cutting of the comers where right 
is concerned, and a little dishonorable 
conduct here and there really aren’t all 
that bad. 
That is a tragic attitude and, unfortu* 
nately, it seems to be gaining wider ac­ 
ceptance. Personal integrity seems to 
have lost a major portion of its value. 
The latest evidence for that pessimist­ 
ic generalization comes from Paul 
Brown, coach of the Cincinnati Bengala. 
Brown recently commented on the 
news that a former Los Angeles Rams 
player was arrested by the FBI while 
allegedly trying to sell a Rams play book 
to the coach of the New Orleans Saints. 
Brown seemed to think there was 
nothing much wrong with the deal. He 
said, “There’s no copyright on it— the 
play book . . . I can t see why New Or­ 
leans made such a big deal over it any­ 
way, calling in the FBI." 
The FBI didn’t make the incident a 
big deal; the former Rams player did. 
For allegedly trying to sell the play 
book, he has been charged with fraud 
involving interstate telephone communi­ 
cations, which carries a maximum pun­ 
ishment of $1,000 and five years in 
prison. 
He also was charged with interstate 
transportation of stolen wares having aj 
value of $5,000 or more. The charge car­ 
ries a maximum penalty of a $10,000 fine 
and 10 years in prison. 
The attitude demonstrated by Brown 
is dangerously pervasive. If the head 
coach of a National League football 
team chooses to dismiss possible fraud 
within his own profession, what should 
his own players think? What should oth­ 
er players think? 
It does not necessarily take self-right­ 
eous indignation to deplore an action 
which is quite obviously wrong. 
To deplore such action does, however, 
take a firm understanding of what Is 
right. And that understanding in many 
areas has, temporarily at least, been 
forgotten.

Presidential Panel Reflects Chamber’s Views 


“With our teeming cities beset 
by crime 
and 
contamination, 
it’s time we heeded the con­ 
clusion of a Presidential panel: 
"It is in the countryside that 
we can find the clean air, clean 
water, living space and tran­ 
quillity for tomorrow’s people.” 
This is the thrust of a recent 
article on the future of small 
town life appearing in the July 
issue of Reader’s Digest. 
The story, written by Ronald 
Schiller, was 
condensed 
from 
his article in the June ‘72 issue 
■of the National Civic Review. 
Again, 
quoting 
the 
story, 
“Clearly, we need to discover 
ways to keep the rural popula­ 
tion anchored, and eventally to 
siphon people from our strang­ 
ling cities and their suburbs to 
the 
nation’s 
existing 
small 
towns.*’ 
Paul W. 
Barada, Executive 
Secretary of the Rush County 
Chamber of Commerce, stated 
that this is basis for the Cham­ 
ber’s current philosophy. “ We 
believe that, contrary to some 
opinions, the future of areas like 
Rush County is sery bright. 
As the cities continue to grow, 
areas like ours are the logical 
haven for people who want, to 
escape 
the 
problems 
of 
the 
city,’’ Barada said. 
The basis of the problem, ac­ 
cording to the story, is that 
nearly 75 per cent of all Ameri­ 
cans now live and work on only 
1 and Ws per cent of the nation’s 


land. “And with the population 
expected to increase at least an­ 
other 75 million by the end of 
the century, 23d million people 
will be jostling each other for 
breathing space in the same 
impacted areas,” the story cites. 
The article points out that it 
is this concentration of more 
and more people into a 
few 
urban areas, rather than the 
actual increase in the nation’s 
population, that lies at the heart 
of our burgeoning social prob­ 
lems—soaring crime rates and 
violence, drug addiction racial 
frictions, traffic strangulation. 
“We have been saying for 
some time that TtushviPe and 
Rush County really do have a 
lot to offer, in terms of the 
problems of the cities, especial 
ly for young fam ilies,” Barada 
continued. “Our location is al­ 
so definitely favorable. We’re 
far enough away from the city 
to avoid its problems, and yet 
close enough for easy access. 
What e should do, it seems, to 
me, is take advantage of what 
we have and develop it —and 
then start telling people about 
ourselves. With a little help it 
won’t be long before we start 
seeing real results,” Barada con­ 
cluded. 
Steps are being taken on the

level,

points up, to help revive the na­ 
tion’s smaller communities. "A 
recently enacted federal law for­ 
bids construction of m ajor U. S. 
government facilities in congest­ 
ed areas unless there- is com­ 
pelling reason. The Rural Devel­ 
opment Act of 1972. now before 
Congress, proposes to expend 
federal loans and grants to com­ 
munities of fewer than 50.§00 
and to rural businessmen when 
they are unable to obtain fin 
ancial help elsewhere.

Retail Food Prices Take 
Biggest Jump In 4 Months 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Re­ 
tail food prices jumped 0.9 per 
cent in June, the biggest in­ 
crease in four months, the gov­ 
ernment said today. .Meat and 
fresh fruits and vegetables ac­ 
counted for most of the boost. 
The Agriculture Department 
said a year’s supply of grocer­ 
ies 
for 
a 
typical 
family 
of 
four—the “ market basket” in­ 
dex—went up $11 in June as a 
result 
of a $15 increase for 
farmers and a S4 cutback for 
middlemen. 
The June hike was the larg­ 
est monthly increase since Feb­ 
ruary's l.9-per-cent boost, the 
department said. There was a 
0.4-per-cent 
decrease 
in 
food 
prices in March, a 0.7-per-cent 
decrease in April and a 0.4-per­ 
cent increase in May. 
The department said in its 
“ market 
basket” 
index 
that 
higher prices for beef, pork, 
frying chickens and fresh fruits 
and vegetables accounted for 
most 
of 
the 
June 
increase. 
Prices for eggs dropped sharp­ 
ly, and price changes for most 
other items were relatively mi­ 
nor. 
The 
“ market 
basket,” 
a 
measure of the cost of a year’s 
supply of food for a family of 
four, cost an annual rate of 
$1,299 in June. 
The farmer’s share of the 
June market basket was $528 
and the middleman’s $771 for

Nixon Urges 
Congress To 
Cut Spending 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident 
Nixon 
today 
urgently 
called on Congress “in the eco­ 
nomic interest of all American 
citizens" to enact a government 
spending ceiling of $250 billion 
for fiscal 1973 and threatened to 
veto any measures sent to him 
“calling for excessive spending 
which 
threatens 
the 
federal 
budget." 
In a special message to Con­ 
gress Nixon said he was mak­ 
ing an “ urgent appeal" for the 
legislators “ to join with me to 
avoid 
higher 
taxes, 
higher 
prices and a cut in purchasing 
power for everyone in the na­ 
tion.” 
In fiscal 1972, just ended, the 
government spent about $231.6 
billion. The administration has 
previously set spending for fis­ 
cal 1973, which began July 1, at 
$250 billion. 
Nixon said in his message 
that spending for fiscal 1973 is 
already estimated to be almost 
$7 
bllion 
higher 
than 
he 
planned in his budget. 
“ That figure is bad enough," 
the chief executive said, but he 
pointed 
out that 
even 
more 
spending 
beyond 
the 
budget 
and 
emergency 
flood 
relief 
funds appears to be on the way, 
threatening what he said were 
substantial successes that have 
been m ade in the battle against 
inflation since be took office. 
Nixon 
said 
that 
Congress 
“can no longer continue with 
the hoary and traditional proce­ 
dure" which he said now per­ 
mits action on various spending 
programs, as if they were unre­ 
lated and independent actions, 
arriving at federal spending “ in 
an accidental, haphazard man­ 
ner." 
Nixon said the inevitable re­ 
sult of continuing this type of 
federal

“would 
be 
higher taxes and more income- 
eating inflation in 'the form, of 
higher prices.”
